DELIVER MLK DISTINGUISHED LECTURE 



Michael Eric Dyson, one 
of the nation's leading scholars 
and authors on race and religion, 
will deliver the concluding 
lecture in this year's Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Distinguished 
Lecture Series Thursday, March 
2, in Stinson Auditorium at 
Stillman College. The series is 
sponsored through a cooperative 
effort between the University of 
Alabama, Stillman College, and 
Shelton State. 

Dyson will discuss his 
latest book I may Not Get 
There With You: The True 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

An ordained Baptist 
minister, who grew up in 
Detroit's inner city 
neighborhoods, Dyson is 

presently the Ida B. Wells- 
Barnett University Professor at 

DePaul University. 

Other books by Dyson include 
Race Rules: Navigating the Color 
Line, Between God and Gangsta Rap: 
Bearing Witness to Black Culture, 
Reflecting Black: African-America 
Cultural Criticism, and Making 
Malcolm: The Myth and Meaning of 
Malcolm X. 

The lecture is free and 
open to the public. 



COLLEGE INITIATES 
NEW REGISTRATION 
SYSTEM 

This summer Shelton 
State will have a new registration 
system that will be the first step 
in upgrading the college's 
registration process. Voice 
response automated telephone 
registration will begin at Shelton 
State on April 17 and continue 
through May 25. During this 
time, students may register 
anytime between 6 a.m. and 

midnight. 

"We're excited because 
this new system will offer 
students a greater opportunity to 
register. Besides registering 
over the telephone with this new 
system, students may pay by 
credit card over the phone or 
receive semester grades. The 
only requirement is that students 
must be in our system. For 
example. If students have never 
attended the college, they must 
fill out an application form 
before registering over the new 
system," said Shelton Registrar 
Diane Layton.
